FINISHED MEASUREMENTS 
Width Approx 16740.5cm (across lower edge) 
Height Approx 10725.5cm, not including 
handles (handles add approx 2.576.5cm) 

NOTES 

1 Purse is made from six rectangles. Each 
rectangle begins in the center with a foundation 
chain, and is then worked back and forth in 
rows across both sides of the foundation ch. 

2 When the rectangles are complete, the bag is 
assembled by crocheting the rectangles together, 
with the crxhet seam showing on the RS. 



3 The lining is made and sewn to the bag 
after assembly. 

GAUGE 

15 sts and 16 rows = 4"/10cm over single crochet 
One rectangle measures approx 12730.5cm x 
5712.5cm wide. 

Remember to check gauge for best results! 



RECTANGLE 
(Make 6) 

With A. ch 35. 

Rowl (WS) Sc in 2nd ch from hook and in each 
renriaining ch across to last ch, 5 sc in last ch; rotate 
piece (do not turn) to vvork across opposite side 
of foundation ch, sk the ch in vwhich the 5 sc vvere 
worked, sc in each of remaining 33 ch— 71 sc. 
Row 2 (RS) Ch 1 , turn, sc in first 34 sc, 3 sc 
in next sc, sc in next sc. 3 sc in next sc, sc in 
last 34 sc— 75 sc. Fasten off A. 

Place a marker in the center sc of each 3-sc group. 
Row 3 With WS facing, join B with sc in first sc, [sc 
in exh sc to next marker, 3 sc in marked sc, move 
niarker to center sc of 3-sc group just rnade] tvvice, 
sc in each sc to end— 79 sc. Fasten off B. 

Row 4 With RS facing and A, repeat Row 
3 — 83 sc. Fasten off A. 

Row 5 With WS fxing and C. repeat Row 
3—87 sc. Fasten off C. 

Row 6 With RS fxing and A, repeat Row 
3—91 sc. Fasten off A. 

Rows 7-10 Repeat Rows 3-6 — 107 sc. 
Weave in ends. 

ASSEMBLY 

Front 

Hold two Rectangles with WS together and sts 
matching. Join A (through both thicknesses) with sc 
in one comer to work across long edge of Rectan- 
gles, *ch 1, sc in next st of front Rectangle, ch 1, sc 
in corresponding st of back Rectangle; repeat from 
* across long edge. Fasten off. Repeat this process 
to join one nrrore Rectangie for Front of Bag. 



Back 

Join remaining three Rectangles together in 
same manner as for Front. 

Join Front and Back 

Place a rnarker in each lower corner of the Front 
and Back. Beginning at top edge, place markers in 
16th st from top on both sides of Front and Back. 
Hold Front and Back with WS together and sts 
matching, pinning to hold pieces in place as you 
work. Join A (through both thicknesses) with sc in 
marked st on one side edge to work down to loywer 
corner, [*ch 1 , sc in next st of front, ch 1 , sc in 
corresponding st of back; repeat from * to marked 
comer, 3 sc (through both thicknesses) in comer 
st] 2 times, ch 1 , **sc in next st of front, ch 1 , sc 
in corresponding st of back, ch 1; repeat from ** 
up other side edge to marked st, sc (through both 
thicknesses) in marked st. Fasten off. 

FINISHING 
Weave in ends. 

Lining 

Note Cut cotton fabric .571.5cm wider 
than width and twice as long as assem- 
bled Bag. Fold fabric in half, bringing top 
edges together. Sew side seams, leaving 
a .2576mm seam allowance, from lower 
edge (fold) up to .2576mm below top of 
crocheted bag side seam (where Front and 
Back are joined), leaving about 5712.5cm 
unsewn at top. Fold top edges down about 
172.5cm and press. Make a diagonal fold 
at each top corner, with fold line beginning 
at top of each side seam and ending at top 
edge about .75719mm from corner. Press 
these folds. With finished sides facing in. 
place lining inside Bag to check that it 
fits. Make any needed adjustments. Leave 
about 172.5cm of crochet unlined at top 
of Bag on both Front and Back. Pin lining 
in place, and whip st top and folded sides 
to Bag. Insert top into slits in handies, 
bringing the lined section of the top up 
through and over the slits, then fold it to 
the inside. Center the Bag and arrange the 
fabric along the handle's slit, making sure 
the fabric is evenly distributed. Whip st the 
top of the Bag to the lining. O

or this mother-daughter 
designing duo, crochet 
is always a job well 
done. Lifelong crafter Bert 
Freed and her daughter Dana 
formed Well Done Experience 
(www.welldoneexperience. 
com) six years ago to share 
their passion for bead crochet 
with needlework fans across 
the country. A crocheter 
since she was five, Bert took 
a bead-weaving class in 1999 
and was hooked. "When we 
learned bead crochet, we 
knew we had found something 
perfect for us — the technique 
incorporates beads, fiber, and 
crochet," she says. 



Her daughter similarly grew up 
with a needle in hand and knew 
after grad school that she wanted 
to pursue crafts full time. "When I 
suggested to my mom that we start 
a business, neither of us had any 
idea where this would lead, but we 
were both excited to give it a try," 
she says. 

The Manhattan-based pair 
named their business after a teen 
with cancer who Bert taught to knit 
while volunteering at a hospital. 
Before he died, the boy gave Bert 
his unfinished knit scarf, which she 
framed above the caption "Well 
Done!" Mother and daughter now 
travel the country teaching classes 
to others to share their passion 





for bead crochet, and they created 
the String-Me-Along workstation for 
bead crafters. 

Their book Bead Crochet Jewelry: 
Anjnspired Journey Through 27 
Designs will be released by St. Martin's 
Press this summer. "Novice to expert 
crocheters can master this technique," 
Bert says. "The creative possibilities of 
bead crochet are endless."

Turn, turn, turn! Learn how to choose the right 
number of turning chains and keep em neat.

a When working in 

^ double crochet, how 
• can I eliminate the hole 
that forms between the turning 
chain and first stitch? 

You're not alone — I get 
^ asked this question a 
• lot! There are many ways 
you can work around that gap, but 
you're not doing anything wrong — 
it's the nature of the stitch. If you 
still want to scrap the gap, try one 
of these methods. 

Instead of working a chain 3 in the 
first stitch, work (ch 1, sc, ch 1) in the 
first stitch. Double crochet across as 
normal and when you come back to 
that first stitch, work the double cro- 
chet into the second chain 1 of the 



first stitch. What you're left with will 
look amazingly like a double crochet 
and less like a loopy chain. 

You can also shrink the gap by 
making a linked stitch (my preferred 
method). Start with a chain 3 for 
your turning chain. To begin the first 
double crochet, insert your hook in 
the second chain of the chain 3, yam 
over, and pull it through the chain 
[see A, below left). Now there are two 
loops on your hook — the second loop 
counts as a yarnover. Insert your hook 
in the next stitch and complete the 
double crochet as usual. The linked 
yarnover keeps the stitches from 
spreading too far apart. One caveat — 
it's easy to skip the linked stitch when 
working the next row, so put a stitch 
marker in the top chain as a reminder.

0 Well-written patterns tell 
0 you how many chains to 
^ ^ • make at the beginning of a 

row (or round), as well as whether those 
chains count as a stitch — but if you're 
winging it, refer to the chart below for 
the standard number of turning chains. 
It's completely up to you if you want to 
change the number of chains for each 
stitch — for instance, some people chain 2 
for double crochet, although I prefer 3 — 
the important thing is to be consistent. 



TURNING CHAINS 

Sc chain 1 Hdc chain 2 
Dc chain 3 Tr chain 4 



Note: Most patterns count the turning chain 
as the first stitch, except in single crochet. 

Along with how many chains to stitch, 
you'll have to decide whether to count the 
chains as the first stitch. Although most 
patterns give this information, you can 
change it as long as you keep the stitch 
count consistent. If the chain counts as a 
stitch, skip the first stitch of the row be- 
low, because the turning chain is consid- 
ered a stitch in that row. You'll also have 
to work the turning chain as a stitch at 
the end of the following row. If the chain 
doesn't count, don't skip the first stitch or 
work the chain as a stitch. 

If a pattern is unclear about whether 
to count the chain as a stitch, use pattern 
syntax as a clue. For example, "Ch 3, dc 
in next st. . ." means to work the stitch 
after the turning chain, skipping the first 
stitch and counting the turning chain as a 
stitch. In "Ch 3, dc in first st" implies that 
the ch 3 doesn't count as the first stitch, 
since you're working a double crochet 
into that same stitch. 

The only time this isn't true is if you're 
increasing in the first stitch — check 
the stitch count at the end of the row 
to ensure that every row has the same 
number of stitches. O

Ch 21. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from hook and each ch 
across— 20 sc. Fasten off. 



Rows 2 and 3 With RS facing, join yarn with 
si St in first st, ch 2 (counts as first hdc), hdc 
BL in each st across. Fasten off at the end of 
each row. 

Rows 4-6 With RS facing, join yarn with sc 
BL in first st, sc BL in each st across. Fasten 
off at the end of each row. 

Rows 7-21 Repeat Rows 2-6 three times. 
Resulting gauge swatch should measure ap- 
prox 4 X 4.75710 X 12cm. If necessary, adjust 
hook size to obtain correct gauge. 

NOTES 

1 Tank is worked in joined rounds, with RS 
facing at all times, up to armholes. Piece is 
then divided and the racerback, front, and 
straps are worked separately in rows. 

2 To maintain the look of the stripes, the 
rows of the racerback, front, and straps are 
worked with RS facing at all times. After one 
row is completed, the yarn is fastened off and 
rejoined at the beginning of the next row. 

TANK 

Bottom Ribbing 

With A, ch 6. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from hook and in each ch 
across— 5 sc. 

Row 2 Ch 1, turn, sc BL in each st across. 
Repeat Row 2 until Ribbing measures approx 
33 (37, 41. 45, 49, 53)784 (94. 104. 114.5. 
124.5. 134.5)cm. slightly stretched. 

Joining Row Hold first and last row of 
ribbing together, working through both thick- 
nesses. si st across, joining Ribbing into a 
ring. Do not fasten off. 

BODY 

Round 1 (RS) Ch 1, working across one long 
edge of Ribbing, work 160 (180, 200, 220, 
240, 260) sc evenly spaced around (approx 1 
sc worked in the end of each row of Ribbing); 
join with si st in first sc. 

Rounds 2 and 3 Ch 2, hdc BL in each st 
around; join with si st in top of beginning ch. 
Fasten off A. 

Round 4 With RS facing, join B with si st in 
same st as join, ch 1, sc BL in each hdc around; 
join with si st in first sc. IX) not fasten off B. 

Carry B up inside of piece until next needed. 
Round 5 With RS facing, join C with si st 
in same st as join, ch 1, sc BL in each sc 
around; join with si st in first sc. Fasten off C. 



Round 6 Draw up a loop of B in same st as 
join, ch 1, sc BL in each sc around; join with 
si st in first sc. Fasten off B. 

Round 7 With RS facing, join A with si st 
in same st as join, ch 2, hdc BL in each st 
around; join with si st in top of beginning ch. 
Round 8 Ch 2, hdc BL in each st around; join 
with si st in top of beginning ch. Fasten off A. 
Rounds 9-11 Repeat Rounds 4-6. 

Continue to work all stitches in BL only, 
throughout. 

Shape Waist 

Round 12 (Decrease round) With RS facing, 
join A with si st in same st as join, ch 2, *hdc 
in next 14 (16. 18, 20. 22. 24) sc. hdc2tog; 
repeat from * around; join with si st in begin- 
ning ch— 150 (170. 190, 210, 230, 250) sts. 
Round 13 (Decrease round) With RS facing, 
join A with si st in same st as join, ch 2, *hdc 
in next 13 (15, 17, 19, 21, 23) sc, hdc2tog; 
repeat from * around; join with si st in begin- 
ning ch— 140 (160, 180, 200, 220, 240) sts. 
Fasten off A. 

Rounds 14-21 Repeat Rounds 4-11. 

Rounds 22-31 Repeat Rounds 7-11 twice. 
Round 32 Repeat Round 7. 

Round 33 (Increase row) Ch 2, *hdc in next 

13 (15. 17. 19. 21. 23) sc. 2 hdc in next sc; 
repeat from * around; join with si st in begin- 
ning ch— 150 (170, 190, 210, 230, 250) sts. 
Fasten off A. 

Rounds 34-41 Repeat Rounds 4-11. 
Rounds 42-46 Repeat Rounds 7-11. 

Round 47 Repeat Round 7. 

Round 48 (Increase round) Ch 2. *hdc in next 

14 (16, 18, 20. 22, 24) sc. hdc in next sc; re- 
peat from * around; join with si st in beginning 
ch— 160 (180, 200, 220, 240, 260) sts. 
Rounds 49-56 Repeat Rounds 4-11. Fasten off. 

RACERBACK 

Note Work now proceeds in rows, worked 
with RS facing at all times. Do not turn piece. 
Fasten off at the end of each row. Rejoin yarn 
in the first st of the next row. 

Row 1 (RS) With RS facing, sk the first 12 
(14. 16, 18, 20. 22) sc of the last round, join 
A with si st in next sc. si st in next 2 (3, 4, 5, 
6. 7) sc (for a total of 3 (4. 5, 6, 7, 8) si sts). 
sc In next 3 (3. 3. 4, 4. 4) sc, hdc in next 44 
(48, 52, 54, 58. 62) SC. sc in next 3 (3, 3, 

4. 4, 4) sc, si st in next 3 (4. 5, 6, 7, 8) sc; 
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leave remaining sts unworked for armholes 
and front— 50 (54. 58, 62. 66. 70) sts (not 
counting the si sts). Fasten off. 

Row 2 (Decrease row) With RS facing, sk 
the si sts, join A with si st in next sc, sc in 
next 1 (1, 1, 2, 2, 2) sts, hdc in next 46 (50, 
54, 56, 60, 64) sts, sc in next 1 (1, 1, 2, 2, 

2) sts, si St in next st; leave remaining sts 
unworked — 48 (52, 56, 60, 64. 68) sts (not 
counting the si sts). Fasten off. 

Row 3 (Decrease row) With RS facing, sk the 
si st. the 1 (1,1, 2. 2, 2) sc, and the first 0 
(1. 2, 2, 3, 4) hdc. join B with sc in next hdc, 
sc in each hdc across to last 0 (1, 2, 2. 3, 

4) hdc; leave last 0 (1, 2, 2, 3, 4) hdc and 
remaining sts unworked — 46 (48, 50. 52. 

54, 56) sc. Fasten off. 

Row 4 (Decrease row) With RS facing, sk first 
sc, join C with sc in next sc, sc in each sc 
across to last sc; leave last sc unworked — 44 
(46, 48, 50, 52, 54) sc. Fasten off. 

Row 5 (Decrease row) With B. repeat Row 
4—42 (44. 46. 48. 50, 52) SC. 

Row 6 (Decrease row) With RS facing, join A 
with si st in first sc. ch 1 (does not count as a 
st here and throughout), hdc in next sc and in 
each sc across to last sc. si st in last sc; leave 
last sc unworked— 40 (42, 44, 46, 48, 50) 
hdc (not counting the si sts). Fasten off.

Row 5 Repeat Row 3 — 25 sc. 

Rows 6-9 Repeat Rows 2-5. 

Rows 10-12 Repeat Rows 2-4. 

Resulting gauge swatch should measure 
approx 6.25 x 4.25716 x 11cm. If necessary, 
adjust hook size to obtain correct gauge. 



NOTES 

1 The Bodice is worked in three pieces: one 
Back and two Fronts. Each piece is worked 
sideways, beginning at a cuff. 

2 After the Bodice is assembled, the Body is 
worked back and forth in rows, beginning at 
the lower edge of the Bodice. 

3 The Front Bands are worked across the 
Front and neck edges of the Body and 
Bodice. Then the lower section is worked 
in rounds, beginning at the lower edge of 
the Body.

Rows 44-55 Repeat Rows 6 and 7 six times. 
Row 56 Ch 3, turn, sc in 2nd ch from hook 
and in next ch, *ch 1, sk next st, sc in next st; 
repeat from * across— 22 sts. 

Row 57 Repeat Row 7. 

Rows 58-67 Repeat Rows 6 and 7 five 
times. 

Row 68 Repeat Row 6. 

Second Sleeve 

Row 69 Ch 1, turn, sc2tog, sc in each st 
across to last 2 sts, sc2tog— 20 sts. 

Rows 70-73 Repeat Rows 6 and 7 two 
times. Note Place a marker at end of Row 70 
for end of sleeve. 

Row 74 Repeat Row 6. 

Row 75 Repeat Row 69—18 sts. 

Rows 76-93 Repeat Rows 70-75 three 
times: change to A in last st of Row 93 — 12 
sts. 

Rows 94-97 Repeat Rows 2 and 3 two 
times. 

Fasten off.

3 sts. sk next 2 sts, 3 dc in last st— 16 shells 
and one half shell at each end.

Rounds 6-8 Ch 1, 2 sc in each of first 2 sc, 
sc in each remaining sc around; join with si st 
in first sc — 29 sc at the end of Round 8. 

Round 9 Ch 1, [sc2tog] 5 times, sc in next 9 sc. 
[sc2tog] 5 times; join with si st in first sc— 19 sc. 
Round 10 Ch 1. [sc2tog] 3 times, sc in next 
7 sc, [sc2tog] 3 times; join with si st in first 
sc— 13 sc. 



Neck and Head 

Round 11 SI st in next 2 sc, sc in next 7 sc; 
leave remaining sc unworked; join with si st in 
first sc — 7 sc. 

Rounds 12-17 Ch 1. sc in each sc around; 
join with si st in first sc. 

Round 18 Ch 1, 2 sc in each of first 3 sc, sc in 
next sc, 2 sc in each of next 2 sc, sc in last sc; 
join with si st in first sc — 12 sc. 

Round 19 Ch 1, sc in each sc around: join with 
si st in first sc. 

Round 20 Ch 1, *sc2tog, sc in next sc; repeat 
from * around: join with si st in first sc — 8 sc. 
Round 21 Ch 1, [sc2tog] 4 times; join with si 
st in first sc — 4 sc. 

Round 22 Ch 1, [sc2tog] 2 times; join with 
si st in first sc — 2 sc. Fasten off and weave 
in ends. 

Stuff the Goose and sew opening at top of 
body closed. Cut two small circles of turquoise 
felt. Sew each glass eye to a felt circle and sew 
to head. Tie a length of narrow ribbon around 
the neck, making a bow. Sew tiny turquoise 
bells to the bow. 

Beak 

With E. ch 4. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from hook and in each 
remaining ch across— 3 sc. 

Row 2 Ch 1, turn, sc3tog FL— 1 sc. Fasten off. 
Sew Beak to front of face. Cut two small circles 
of pink felt and sew to face. Weave in ends. 

Feet (Make 2) 

With E, ch 3. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from hook, 2 sc in next 
ch — 3 sc. Fasten off, leaving a long tall. 



Cut a piece of thin wire 2.576.5cm long. 
Bend a small length of each end of the 
wire inwards, to avoid being poked by the 
sharp ends. Fold narrow end of foot and, 
with yarn tail, sew foot to one end of the 
wire, wrap remainder of yarn tail tightly 
around the wire, moving upwards until 
the wire is almost completely covered. 
Insert end of wire into body of Goose and 
sew leg in place. Repeat for other leg. 

Right Wing 

With C, ch 5. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from hook and in each 
remaining ch across — 4 sc. 

Note Work in FL only throughout. 

Row 2 Ch 1, turn, sc in first sc, 2 sc in each 
of next 3 sc — 7 sc. 

Row 3 Ch 1, turn, sc in each sc across. 

Row 4 Ch 1 , turn, sc in first 2 sc, sc2tog, sc 
in last 3 sc — 6 sc. 

Row 5 Ch 1 , turn, sc In first 2 sc, sc2tog, sc 
in last 2 sc— 5 sc. 

Row 6 Ch 1 , turn, sc In first sc, [sc2tog] 
twice— 3 sc. 

Row 7 Ch 1 , turn, sc in first sc, sc2tog — 2 sc. 
Row 8 Ch 1, turn, sc2tog— 1 sc. Fasten off. 

Left Wing 

With C, ch 5. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from hook and in each 
remaining ch across — 4 sc. 

Note Work in FL only throughout. 

Row 2 Ch 1, turn, 2 sc in each of first 3 sc, 
sc in last sc— 7 sc. 

Row 3 Ch 1, turn, sc in each sc across. 

Row 4 Ch 1 , turn, sc in first 3 sc, sc2tog, sc 
in last 2 sc — 6 sc. 

Row 5 Ch 1 , turn, sc in first 2 sc, sc2tog, sc 
in last 2 sc— 5 sc. 

Row 6 Ch 1, turn, [sc2tog] twice, sc in last 
sc — 3 sc. 

Row 7 Ch 1. turn, sc2tog, sc in last sc— 2 sc. 
Row 8 Ch 1, turn, sc2tog— 1 sc. Fasten off. 
Sew one Wing to each side of Goose.
